LOCAL POLITICAL 
ARENA IS FULL 
OF HATS 


Jesse 11. Oastler, a well known 
citizen of Ea.st Central, wa.s tlie 
first man to shy hi.s hat into the 
local political riny this year. 
Early this week ho announced 
his candidacy for ihe ollice of 
city trustee, pledging' diligent 
and disinterested work for the 
interests of the whole city. 

Full Ticket 

Wednesday night a whole 
bunch of hats were tossed into 
the ring at a meeting held in 
the kindergarten building at the 
public school. The meeting 
marked the culmination of a ser¬ 
ies of conferences which had 
been held in an effort to secure 
a ticket of candidates for tiie 
ollices to be filled at the Ajiril 
election. Fifteen men and one 
lady paiticipaled, the rain keei)- 
ing away a number of ixioiile 
who were expected to be present. 

The meeting was called to or¬ 
der by E. F. Ballou and chose 
Claude Davis for chairman and 
J. N. Hawks for secretary. Mr. 
Davis reviewed the eiforts of 
the committee to secure at tick¬ 
et of men who had not been 
identified with any faction in 
various past conflicts. He said 
they had finally secured {xirmis- 
sion to present the names of Col. 
W'. 11. Holabird, \V. J. Saunders, 
T. M. Webster, and Robert Mit- 
cheH, and had called the meeting 
to present them for public ai>- 
proval and indorsement if 
thought best. 

f'ervent approval of the can¬ 
didates individually and collect¬ 
ively was given by several of 
those present and the ticket was 
given enthusiastic indoisement 
and pledges to work for its elec¬ 
tion. It was suggested that can¬ 
didates should be presented for 
all vacancies and the sanction of 
the meeting was given for the 
reelection of E. F. Ballou as city 
clerk and C. J. Pegler as city 
treasurer. 

The chairman was authorized 
to appoint a committee of ten 
to carry on the campaign. This 
committee is to have the power 
to increase its number to thirty 
or more as thought best. 

Among those participating in 
the discussion of candidates and 
campaign measures were N. W. 
Tarr, T. H. Flather, D. P. N. 
Little and W’hiting Thompson, in 
addition to those previously 
named. Particular emphasis 
was placed in the point that in 
every election the committe had 
made the office was seeking the 
man, and not the rever.se. 

Registration

Attention was called to the 
fact that registration for the 
city election closes on March 8. 
No one who has not registered 
between Jan 1 and March 8 of 
this year will be eligible to vote. 

Silent 

So far the x’etiring memlxjrs 
of the boai’d of trustees have 
been keeping pretty quiet about 
their intentions concerning the 
election. There have been 
plenty of rumors as to what 
they would do, but investigation 
of the rumois usually resulted 
in finding the men conceined 
wei'e just “.sawin’ wood and 
sayin’ nothing.” One or two 
ha e even intimated that 
nothing would be so likely 
to cause them to j un again as 
the prospect of a first class fight, 
but so far no public announce¬ 
ment has been made.

Several hundred voters in Si¬ 
erra .Madre have not yet awak¬ 
ened to the fact that they are 
lialile to lo.se their chance to vote 
at the city election on April 8.

.New registration became nec¬ 
essary on Jan. I for all elections. 
.So one can vote at any election 
who has not regi.stered at least 
80 days previously. So it wni 
be necessary to enroll with the 
registiai of voters on or liefore 
.\larcii 8 to participate in the 
city election. All registrations 
before Jan. 1 are automatically 
cancelled. 

To register it is necessary to 
have resided in your present 
precinct at least thirty days and 
in the state at least one year.

Rain every day for five days 
has brought joy to everybody, 
especially the ranchers. 

The stoim began Sunday 
evening with a light shower 
which deveoped into a teiTific 
downpour. Within twenty min¬ 
utes after the height of the 
storm had passed the water 
from the mountain sides was 
rushing in torrents down the 
gutters. But with the exception 
of that one heavy downpour, 
most of the rain has fallen .so 
gently, that the run-off has been 
extremely light. The rain -has 
come in ideal fashion for the 
thirsting earth. 

With the city pumps running 
since the 14th of last June, this 
storm broke one of the longest 
dry spells in local recoixls. W’ith 
the rains coming late in the sea¬ 
son, the summer’s water supply 
may yet prove satisfactory even 
though the season’s total falls 
Ixelow normal.

ANOTHER DEATH AT 

BOULEVARD CROSSING 

Motorcycle Rider Die.s After 
Collision With Sierra 
Madre Car 

Two young Mexicans riding a 
motorcycle collided with a Si¬ 
erra Madre car Saturday after¬ 
noon at the Santa Anita Avenue 
crossing just north of Lamanda 
Park. One sustained such aei'- 
ious injuries that he died a few 
hours after l&eing taken to the 
hospital. The other was badly 
cut and bruised. 

Both car and motorcycle were 
travelling about 25 miles an 
hour according to witnesses. 
The boys were southward bound, 
appai'ently I’eturning home from 
woijt. It was a new machine 
and the driver appeared to be¬ 
come confused when he saw the 
collision impending. He tried to 
stop the machine but did not 
turn aside and struck the car 
full tilt near the front step. All 
witnesses agreed no possible 
blame could Ixe laid to the train 
crew'. 

For some unaccountable rea- 
.son more accidents have oc¬ 
curred at that particular cros¬ 
sing than at any other on the 
line. While there is a house on 
one comer it can by no means 
be called a “blind” crossing, and 
there is plenty of chance for 
Southbound machines to make a 
quick turn to the right to avoid 
a collision. The number of ac¬ 
cidents, how'ever, indicates the 
necessity for some unusual pre¬ 
cautions to attract the attention 
of motorists to the danger of the 
crossing.

Mrs. McCoy is regarded by 
many as the dean of Scotch 
readers in America. She for¬ 
merly was head of the depart¬ 
ment of oratory at Cornell Col¬ 
lege, Iowa. Since then she has 
found expressian for her art on 
the Lyceum and Chautauqua 
platforms. 

Two continents have heard 
Mrs. McCoy—Europe and Amer¬ 
ica. Her personality, it is said, 
gives her message peculiar pow¬ 
er. She is not a mere enter¬ 
tainer. She instrutes and in¬ 
spires. Her work in “Tomorrow” 
by Percy Mackaye, swept the 
continent, and her rendition of 
“Drumtochty Folk” captured 
the Scotch themselves. 

In Drumtochty one old man, 
carried away with this new’ foi-m 
of mental intoxication, clapped 
his neighbor on the back as the 
audience was dismissed and 
cried: “A, mon, but I never 
thocht there cud be the like o’ 
that in the warld. I never thocht 
there cud be sic a wumman in 
the warld.” And next morning 
in the blacksmith shop he pass- 
etl his final judgment on the en¬ 
tertainment by saying: 

“You was something the young 
folk Slid cherish an’ lay up in 
their memories, for they’ll never 
hear the like o’ that again in 
Scotland. A, mon, but it was 
unearthly.” 


FILED YOl^R INCOME 

TAX STATEMENT? 

Where to Get Information If 
Y'ou are Puzzled About 
The Law 


Many persons aie puzzled as 
to whether or not they have 
to file income tax statements. 
And when they get the blanks 
for the returns they are puzzled 
as to how' to fill them out. “The 
Income Tax Primer” is an official 
publication of 45 pages which 
tells all about it. Anyone inter¬ 
ested can secure a copy by writ¬ 
ing Congressman Charles H. 
Randall at Washington, D. C. 

Time for filling return on in- ■ 
dividual incomes has been ex-1 
tended from March 1 to April 1. 
Returns are based on your in¬ 
come for the calendar year of 
1917, Y’ou must make a return 
if you are unmarried and have 
an income of $1000 or over, or 
if you are married and have an 
income of $2000 or over. An ad¬ 
ditional exemption of $200 is al¬ 
lowed for each dependent minor j 
child. Heavy penalties are im-! 
posed for persons who fail to 
make returns on taxable in¬ 
comes.

NEW PUMPS ARE 
ORDERED BY 

Complete pumping equipment 
for the city well No. 2 was con¬ 
tracted for by the city trustees 
Monday evening. The trustees 
adjoui-ned to Thursady evening 
for the signing of the contract. 

The contract for the pumping 
equipment went to the Byron 
Jackson Iron Works at the price 
of $6399. The motor and elec¬ 
trical equipment contract was 
landed by the Sierra Madre Elec¬ 
tric Co., at a price of $2604.50. 

Two pumps are included in the 
equipment, one deep well to 
raise the water to the surface of 
the ground, and one booster 
pump to send the water up to 
the reservoir. The contract also 
calls for all necessary valves and 
connections to make the pumps 
an effective part of the general 
system. 

One motor for each pump is 
included in the contract of the 
Sierra Madre Electric Co. In 
addition all connections and in¬ 
stallation work are provided for. 

The pump which has been in 
use at the new’ well has been op¬ 
erated on a lease which expires 
in April. This pump will be re¬ 
moved and the new equipment 
will Ixe absolutely new. The city 
will have one surplus motor to 
dispose of, which is expected to 
bring from $90 to $1000, to help 
off.set the new expense. The 
contract calls for a lease ar¬ 
rangement extending over a per¬ 
iod of twelve months, after 
which the equipment is to be¬ 
come the property of the city. 

To prevent the possibility of 
the city being without pumping 
facilities for emergency use, the 
trustees have ordered that the 
pump and engines on Well No. 1 
Ixe overhauled and put in good 
working order. Then in case 
there is a delay in the installa¬ 
tion of the new equipment for 
Well No. 2 after the leased pump 
is removed. Well No. 1 w’ill be 
available. In the meantime 
everylxidy will pray for enough 
rain so it w’ill not be necessary 
to use any of the pumps for a 
long while to come.

Surplus Wheat of the United States 
Has Been Sent to Famine Threat¬ 
ened Europe. 


America’s great corn crop, exceed¬ 
ing 3.000,000,000 l)U.sliels, will, save tlio 
World’s food situation, olllcials of ttie 
United States food administration be¬ 
lieve. 

Corn is the nation's best food cereal, 
housewives are beginning to realize. 
It contains all the elements needed to 
keep the body In a state of health and 
when used according to the scores of 
tried recipes, especially wheu com¬ 
bined with an added portion of oil or 
fat, will sustain life Indefinitely.

From America. 


Warring Nations Have Depleted LIvs 
Stock at Enormous Rate, Fvei 
Killing Dairy Cattle For Food. 


MADE-IN-GERMANY LIES 
CIRCULATED IN CANADA 


Canada Is also having trouble with 
Made-ln-Oermnny lies calculated to 
der Canadian food conservation ac- 
^^Tdlng to an ofiiclal .statement re- 
t.Aved from the (Canadian food con¬ 
troller by the United States food ad¬ 
ministration. 

The stories bothering Canada are 
of the same general character a.s those 
the United State.s food administra¬ 
tor recently denounced in tlil.s coun¬ 
try, such as the ridiculous salt and 
blueing famine fakes and the report 
that the government would seize 
housewives’ stocks of home canned 
goods. 

The Canadian food controller esti¬ 
mates that when the people listen to 
and pass on such stories, each one 
has the power of destruction that lies 
in a battalion of soldiers. 

“Stories without even a vestige of 
foundation have been .scattered broad¬ 
cast,” said the Canadian statement. 
*Nor have tl>ey come to life casuul'y. 
They have started simultaneously In 
different parts of the country and In 
each Instance have been calculated to 
rtrouse p«bllc Indignation. 

“They are Insidious, subtle, persist¬ 
ent. Bit by bit they dissipate public 
trust, the great essential In the work 
of food control. 

"It lies with every Individual to for¬ 
bear from criticism; to refrain from 
passing on the vagrant and harmful 
•toiy, and thus the more effectively 
to co-operate In work which Is going 
♦o mean more than the majority of 

fple^et realize.”

American stock breeders are being 
asked to conserve their flocks and 
herds In order to meet Europe's tre¬ 
mendous defiiunds for meats during 
the war and probably for many years 
afterward. 

The United States food adminis¬ 
tration reports that American stock 
raisers have shown a disposition to 
co-operate with the government In In¬ 
creasing the nation's supply of live 
stock. 

tiermuny today Is probably better 
supplied with ilve stock than any oth¬ 
er European nation. When the Ger¬ 
man arinies made their big advance 
into France and then retreated vir¬ 
tually all the cattle In the Invaded 
territory — upia-oximately 1,800,000 
head—were driven behind the German 
lines. 

Hut in England—where 2,400,000 
acres of pasture lands liave been turn- 
e<J into grain fields—the cattle herds 
are decreasing rapidly. One of the 
rea.sons apparently Is the declining 
maxinuiin price scale adopted by the 
English ns follows; For September, 
$17.70 per 1 (h) pounds; October, $17.28; 
.N'ovemlier and December, .$16.08; ,Inn- 
lary, $14.40. The effect of these prices 
was to drive beef animals on the mar¬ 
ket as soon ns possible. 

In Fnmce the number of cattle as 
%vell as the quality have shown an 
enornious decline daring the war. 
Wliere France hud 14,807,000 head of 
cattle in 1013, she now has only 12,- 
341,000, a decrease of 10.6 per cent. 
■And France Is today pro<luclng only 
one gallon of milk comiiared to two 
and one-half gallons before the war, 

Deiiinurk and Holland have been 
forced to sacrifice dairy herds for beef 
because of tlie lack of necessary feed. 

Close study of ttie European meat 
situation has convinced the Food Ad- 
mlnl.strntlon that the future problem 
of America lies largely In the produc¬ 
tion of meat producing animals and 
dairy products rallier than In the pro¬ 
duction of cert'uls for export when 
the war will have ceased. 


BRITISH GOVERNMENT 
HELPS PAV FOR BREAD 


There has been much misunder¬ 
standing about the bread program In 
England. It Is true that the English¬ 
man buys a loaf of bread for less than 
an American can, hut It Is poorer 
bread, and the Hritlsh government is 
paying $2IJO,(HX),00(J a year toward the 
cost of It. 

All (he grain grown In Great Brit¬ 
ain Is taken over by the government 
at an arhitrary price and the Imported 
wheijt piirchaseil on the markets at 
(he rircvailing iiiarkef price. This Is 
inriied over to the mills hy the govern¬ 
ment at a price that allows the adul¬ 
terated war Ijread loaf of four pounds 
to sell at 18 cents, the two pound loaf 
at 9 cents and the one pound loaf at fi 
cents. 

In France, under conditions som«- 
what similar, hut with a larger ex¬ 
traction, the four pound loaf sells for 
16 cents.

THE G. O. P. DECLARES WAR 

There is scant comlort for progressive Republicans in 
the semi-otticial announcement by the Party’s National Com¬ 
mittee that Secretai’y Baker will be the issue in the cam¬ 
paign now being planned to capture control of Congress next 
lad, says “'I'lie Public.”
